In Superstitious Belief 
That It Would End Series 
of Deans in Family.

graves of Miss Frances Bloch and 
her brother Joseph, will be re-opened 
here tomorrow, it was announced by 
the police late today, to establish the 
story told by their father, Thomas 
Bloch. who confessed. H was said, 
that he and a neighbor had opened 
the graves last week but had not dis- 
turbed the bodies. 
Bloch 
who is 
69 years old. was 


quoted as saying that the graves were 
opened because of a superstitious be- 
lief that by cutting the head off the 
body of his daughter and placing it 
at the" foot 'of the coffin he could end 
a series of death in the family. Bloch 
said he had been driven almost fran- 
tic by the death of four sons since 
the d'cath of his daughter, five years 
ago and by the illness of his fifth and 
only surviving son. Frank. 
Driven to desperation, he said, he 


acted on the repeated suggestion of 
superstitious friends who told 
hum 


that the spirit of the first to die in a 


family "calls" the spirits of the sur- 
vivors and that only by beheading 
h'"s daughter's body could he- save the 
life of his son. Frank, and eventually 
that of himself.' his -wife and four 
married daughters.

Poison Gas Subject 
Before Conference 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 6.— (By the 


Associated 
Press.)—A 
five-power 


contract to impose the age-old pen- 
alties for piracy against naval com- 
manders who violate accepted laws 
of naval warfare was approved to- 
day by the armament committee of 
the Washington Conference. 
It com- 


pleted the Root formula for supres- 
sion of U-boat terrorism as sea, and 
the committee then moved forward 
a proscription of gas warfare on sea 
or land. 
Again M.-. Root drew the 
resolution to effect the prohibition. 
Again an immediate five-power con- 
tract to abandon gas or other simi- 
lar chemical warfare as beyond the 
pale of human tolerance is propos- 
ed, to be worked 
later 
by world 
agreement into the fabric of inter- 
national law. And agarn it seemed 
certain that under American initia'- 
ive, war in the future would be strip- 
ped of others of the horrors German 


SenuftJi fe£ loose upon the world. 
Italy gave prompt adhesion to the 
anti-gas project as '-a real step in 
the rath of progress and civilization. '
